British Stationers Discuss C. O. D. 

The twentieth annual meeting of this association was 
held at Stationers’ hall, London, on Wednesday, May 27, 
and was perhaps the most important of the meetings the 
association ever held. The attendance from London and 
the provinces was a record and many interesting matters 
were discussed with a healthy number of new ideas. 

This is one of the most active of our trade associations 
and is doing admirable and effective work. The subjects 
discussed were of purely British interest and the matter of 
C. O. D., as we call it here, is of importance to all who are 
trading in this country. The cash on delivery system of 
trading was discussed at great length. The first speaker 
was Patrick Howling, general secretary of the National 
Chamber of Trade, who was called upon to talk upon the 
cash on delivery system as planned by the postal authori- 
ties. Mr. Howling believes that the policy suggested is one 
of the most serious problems confronting retail distribu- 
tors, especially those in the provinces. When the post 
office can brirfg packages to the door of the customer and 
collect on the spot, it will enable the big departmental 
stores to reach all parts of the kingdom and to compete 
with the smaller dealers everywhere. In the House of 
Lords, he said, recent debates have shown much sentiment 
in favor of the cash on delivery system, the members appar- 
ently believing it to be of vital importance in the achieve- 
ment of cheaper distribution of necessities. The speaker 
vigorously opposed the idea of cash on delivery on the 
ground that smaller dealers throughout Great Britain would 
be injured by the system. He declared that there is no 
representative public demand for this move and he believed 
that the agitation must be engendered in the post office 
itself. He emphatically emphasized the danger of. the 
system 

At the conclusion of Mr. Howling’s speech, he was 
thanked by the secretary on behalf of the association. The 
secretary proposed an affirmation of the association, oppos- 
ing the proposal of cash on delivery internal parcel post. 
Mr. Knight seconded the motion and the resolution was 
adopted after some further discussion. 

The introduction of this system of trading which for 
years has been working in many other countries, has often 
been mooted in Great Britain, but so far the bitter opposi- 
tion of the small retailers has prevailed; but it is the gen- 
eral opinion that the post office is now considering its intro- 
duction in a more favorable frame of mind and that the 
matter will be shortly introduced. 


Dresden Workers Honored for Long Service. 

On May 28 in response to an invitation from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of Dresden, Germany, two hundred cigh- 
teen clerks and workmen of Messrs. Seidel & Naumann, 
manufacturers of the well known Erika, Bijou and Ideal 
typewriters, assembled at the factory to receive awards 
for services with the firm extending twenty-five years and 
over. There were ten persons who had served the firm 
more than forty-five to forty-eight years; nineteen with 
forty to forty-five years’ service; forty-eight who had 
served thirty-five to forty years; fifty-one from thirty to 


thirty-five years, and ninety from twenty-five to thirty 
years. Among these people were four head clerks, thirty- 
S ’ technical clerks, two of whom are 
ladies, and one hundred seventy-seven workmen.

Keeping Promises at Par. 

So much of the stationer’s business consists of special 
work, such as printing, binding, special indexing, etc., that 
he is in hot water often to placate customers because of 
delayed deliveries. If the printing work is systematized, as 


is the case with many stationers, there is a tracer on every 


job, and its progress toward completion can be watched, 


and speeded up if necessary 


Special work sent out for execution is not followed so 


readily. It may be sent to a distant city. There it takes 
its turn with other special orders, and may be subject to 
delay for any of a number of reasons. Such work should 
be followed up. In the case of stock goods that have ru 


out, and must be ordered, deliveries should be traced, as 
the customer has probably refrained from ordering else 
where because the clerk has assured him that a new supply 


will be received in a short time. 


} 


One institution has a “promise slip” which is made out 
for every order that involves special work, or has beet 
accepted against a future delivery. This shows the cus 


tomer’s name, the item, order number, job number, promiss« 
date and name of the clerk. It is made out duplicate 
the clerk retaining the copy, and the original going to the 
office. One of the stenographers is made responsible for 
following such slips through until a satisfactory delivery 
is made. This involves telephone calls and letters to 
sources of supply out of town and bedeviling the print 


hedule 


shop or bindery until the job comes through on s 


Aside from the effect 


moral on the shop, su promis¢ 
slips enable the clerk to anticipate a complaint in case 
it is impossible to make delivery as promised. There are 
few cases in which a customer will take umbrage if he is 
informed before delivery is due that the work cannot be 
completed on schedule. It is much more convincing to 
tell the customer two days before the job is late that the 
paper stock house sent the wrong color or weight of stock 
than to use that same reason—then considers in excuse 
by the customer—after he has complained because of the 
delayed delivery. 

It is important to realize that many customers wh 
ordering some special work must make changes in their 
organization to use the forms or books. f a new cost 
system is being installed and new clerks must be employ: 
or trained to do the record work, the customer may have 
such help on hand the date the printing job is promised 
only to find that the clerks must be marking time for 
few days until the print shop and bindery make good
